We  must  all  accept  the  challenges  which  it  offers  to  each  of  us  as  individuals 
and  to  all  of  us  as  a  nation  in  a  mature  and  responsible  manner  for  the  greater 
development  of  ourselves  and  of  Canada.  However,  we  must  not  extend  ourselves 
solely  for  personal  or  national  gain,  but  rather  for  the  extension  of  an  international 
society. 

Thus,  we  dedicate  this  yearbook,  not  to  the  new  flag  alone  nor  to  the  spirit  of 
nationalism,  but  rather  to  Canada  through  each  individual,  all  being  represented  by 
the  new  Maple  Leaf  Flag,  in  the  hope  that  they  recognize  their  responsibilities  both 
to  Canada  as  a  nation  and  to  Canada  as  a  member  of  an  international  society  for  the 
advancement  of  mankind  for  the  greater  glory  of  our  Creator.

I  believe  that  by 
showing  the  proper  respect  to  both  our  superiors  and 
our  equals  alike  and  that  by  our  behaviour  whether  at 
public  social  activities,  sports  events,  theatres  or  even  in 
the  privacy  of  prayer  will  be  the  standard  by  which  the 
realization  of  this  goal  wiU  be  measured. 

We  are  adults  now,  and  we  wish  to  be  treated  as  adults.  But  we  will  never  be  respected  as  such  unless  and 
until  we  earn  the  right  to  be  so  respected.  Our  training  to  this  period  has  given  us  the  necessary  background 
to  earn  the  privilege  of  maturity.  Now,  it  is  up  to  us  to  use  this  knowledge  and  to  demonstrate  that  we  are 
worthy  to  be  accepted  as  equals.  What  I  have  said  has  been  said  before:  "When  I  was  a  child,  I  spoke  as  a 
child,  I  felt  as  a  child,  and  I  thought  as  a  child.  Now  that  I  have  become  a  man,  I  have  put  away  the  things  of 
a  child."

The  "Galloping  Gaels"  of  Cathedral  High  ran  away  with  all  the  honours  this  season,  crushing  all  opposition  on  their  way  to 
their  second  straight  Senior  Championship  running  their  unbeaten  streak  to  fifteen  games.  Mr.  McPhee  was  the  man  who  produced 
this  paramount  of  power. 

The  team  was  a  surprise  because,  although  the  backfield  was  first  class,  the  line  was  uncertain  at  the  beginning  of  the  year;  how- 
ever, the  linemen  developed  exceptionally  well.  Three  hard  runners,  although  not  the  fastest  in  the  league,  composed  the  biggest 
backfield  in  the  history  of  the  school.  All-StarDick  Wesolowski,  the  best  offensive  back  in  the  league,  gained  much  yardage  by  quickly 
penetrating  openings  in  the  opposing  line.  Not  only  was  All-Star  Mark  Mazza  the  best  defensive  player  but  as  an  offensive  back  power- 
ed his  way  through  the  centre  of  the  line,  knocking  down  potential  tacklers.  Ed  Markowski,  a  triple  threat  because  of  his  running, 
passing,  and  kicking,  was  the  best  all-round  player  in  the  league.  When  needed,  Henry  Wysocki  adequately  filled  in  for  the  big  three. 
These  big  backs  were  directed  on  the  gridiron  by  quarterback  Pete  Rosser,  who  was  an  excellent  field  general.  The  greatest  pass 
attack  since  Mr.  Frank  Cosentino,  was  provided  by  quarterback  John  Manel,  and  speedy  flanker  back  Bob  Birthelmer.  This  excellent 
running  and  passing  gave  the  Gaels  a  balanced  attack. 

Proteaing  these  backfielders  was  a  small  but  very  agile  and  quick-moving  line  which  produced  four  All-Stars:  Tony  Bordonaro, 
Cathedral's  Angleo  Mosca;  Laurie  Kraftcheck,  who  pulled  in  passes  when  we  needed  them  most;  Bill  Louch,  a  rookie  up  from  the 
Juniors;  and  Mike  Brophy,  a  rookie  lineman  whose  versatility  enabled  him  to  play  two  ways  and  in  many  positions.  Phil  DeFran- 
cesco,  Bohdan  Kowalyk,  and  rookies  Dominic  Rappazzo,  and  Pat  Brandino  were  standouts  on  the  offensive  line. 

Defensively  Henry  Kowalyk,  and  Saulis  Zemaitis  continually  broke  up  enemy  plays.  The  defense,  which  gave  up  only  three  offensive 
touchdowns  in  ten  games,  attained  the  best  record  in  the  school  in  ten  years. 

Mr.  Tom  Gallagher  deserves  much  credit  for  his  great  work  in  developing  the  small  line  into  a  determined  wall.  All  the  members 
of  the  team  played  well  when  called  upon  to  back  up  the  starting  line-up. 

After  considering  the  merits  of  his  team  Mr.  McPhee  commented,  "It  was  the  finest  all-round  team  since  195  3  and  probably  the 
best  team  that  I  ever  had. "

The  rest  of  the  players  who  did  their  best  wherever  they  were  on  the  field,  and  assistant  coaches 
Mr.  Samson  and  Mr.  Rapcewicz  were  indispensible.  The  Junior  Gaels  deserve  much  credit  for  their 
outstanding  play  this  season.

The  Cathedral  Water  polo  team  of  1965  turned  in  an  amazingly  sparkling  performance  considering  the  fol- 
lowing facts  that  not  one  of  the  players  had  ever  played  Senior  Water  polo  before,  as  a  regular,  and  only  five 
had  ever  played  any  water  polo.  Under  the  excellent  coaching  and  guidance  of  Messers  Art  Sebastian  and  Ed 
Supyk,  they  were  to  the  surprise  of  all,  able  to  hold  their  own  in  a  3-2  loss  to  Hill  Park  and  able  to  gain  a 
hard  earned  win  over  Southmount  and  a  tie  with  Westdale;  the  tie  being  attained  with  one  less  man  than  West- 
dale  for  three-quarters  of  the  game.
